'■Now comes the lug of war." Tiiis day 
our most potent senators n ill resume their 
long- aii speii tied Mi be tali oris. After a 
respite of seven month), they have doubt- 
less u- el] recruited their etierpieaj physical 
.n.d mental, anil will buckle to in good 
earnest, TrVe ivish their rigour may not 
be too hounding — their spirits too eiTer- 
vescenL There ivill he some danger of 
their valour outrunning discretion. 
Tuples inure than ordinarily exciting ivil! 
occupy their earliest discussion , and 
front (he known temper of some of the 
most active of their corps., there is reason 
to apprehend a degree uf impetuosity which 
moderate men cannot approve, and which 
must injure rather than subierve even a 
good cause. 

No doubt the chief Lone of contention 
between the independent and the official 
members, will bc'the question of Crown 
land administration The recently pub- 
lished correspondence between Govern- 
ment-house and Dtnvning-strect, ivhich 
has occupied so large a. shar* of the din- 
elusions o[ this journal, abounds with pro. 
position* and pretensions calculated, it 
must be confessed, to offend eveo the 
moat temperate aiming the colonists, mid 
to provoke the opposition benches of the 
Coiinoi] to more than usual vehe- 
mence. For our own part, we hart 
said our say — we have had our 
fling ; and wo have no disposition what- 
ever to foment the irascible propensities of 
honorable members. On the contrary, we 
would rather exercise the functions of 
peacemakers ; at least, we would do our 
utmost to prevent ill-timed and mis- 
eliierous violence. We are for giving up 
on ne of our righLa— the rights ivhich 
for some time post u-e have been earnestly 
contending for; no, not one particle of 
them. We would still uphold and enforce 
our claims to the whole of those rights , 
hut we would do so in a way best calcu- 
lated t« ensure success ; and quite certain 
ire ivethat no such way will ue found in 
the turbulence we dEprecate 

Honorable members would du well to 
keep their eyes open to the fact, that the 
offensive character of the Sydney dea- 
patches has been in a good degree neu- 
tralized by trie modified regulations re- 
cently set forth. Things insisted upon in 
the former as absolutely indispensable to 
the mai.ntena.uce of prerogative, are its the 
latter coolly given up. And it is under- 
stood that the neft chapter of squatting 
regulations will he still more conciliatory ; 
and that the QovEitrroR has signified to the 
Seckkijuit ok Stath, in a late despatch, 
that his objections to the right of 
emption have been so shaken 
the arguments he has heard, 
that he begs to withdraw his op- 
position to that measure. It cannot 
be denisd, therefore, Lhat in making these 
very large concessions, His E.vckllencv 
has proved himself (u he less inexorable to 
the voice of reason than we bad all been 
accustomed to suppose ; and so far, the 
angry feelings called up by the despatches 
oighl lo be mollified. 

We are quite aware that upon Lite fun- 
damental principle, the (JoVEJLtinn has 
shown no inch nation to recede the hurj- 
drelh part of an inch. The right of re- 
taining in the hands of the Executive the 
whole power of levying territorial imposts, 
and of administering the revenues thence 
arising, is aa sacred and inviolable in the 
feudal eyea of Hia Excellency aa it ever 
was. No argument lias shaken him on 
that point ; and if argument cannot do io r 
it is not likely that abiae will, Now, we 
wish our fellsw-cnlonists to maintain, 
firmly and unflinchingly, the; ground they 
have taken aa regards this all-important 
principle. It is absolutely essential to 
our common liberties, that the gigantic 
powers at present wielded by the Fiicecutive, 
in the administration uf our public lands, 
should be broken. So essential— so oi- 
oioitaiy essential — that we are persuaded 
we shall succeed in getting rid of the evil, 
if we go to work wisely and discreetly. 
We shall not do bo, however, by vulgar 
clamour. Neither Sir GEiinoE GsI'Ph nor 
Lord Stanley will be bullied, nor, we 
might add, will cither House of Par- 
liament. 

A very striking instance of the imjioticy 
of violent language, occurred in the House 
of Commons on the 1 4th of March last, in 
a discuamian which artue on the subjecL uf 
Lord Stinlbv and the New Zealand 
Company. A charge had been preferred 
against his Lordship of a breach of faith 
with the Company, and all was in a fair 
way fur having the charge, with its docu- 
mentary evidence, broiightbefore the House, 
and for procuring a calm investigation of 
the points at issue between the accusers 
a ud the accused . when Mr. Ma sulks, one 
of the Directors of the Company, was su 
■unguarded as to lose his temper, and 
break out in language of the fiercest 
vituperation against the noble StctiiirAnv. 
He charged his Lordship with " dapficity," 
and unci dwpltctiy as " would prevent 
hi« {Mr, Mangles') «er treating with 
Lord fiTANLriv again upon any subject, 
unless some security could be given that 
good faith would be kept " And even 
fujiiaJt the whole} ^toaiaiileputiiiisut liis 



honorable memher levelled his rage ia the 

following intemperate terms : — " If the 
honorable L. T \nEii-SEOnETAB"V supposes 
that the C'oluniat Office stands well with 
Ihe country, he labours under a delusion. 
That Office is reprubatiil by flic ruWe 
coirufry. (' Hear, hear,' arid 'Oh! oh!') 
1 repeal it— the Colonial Office ia held 
to be (he pfaf/He and nuIsaVCK of 
lht ruiinhy ; and J believe the honorable 
geiitletnuti opposite (Mr. Hofk), and the 
noble Lord at the head of the office, are 
the uni.v pwrsfat urfin tin urti hntil that 
opinion." (■ Heir,' and 1 Oh !') The effect 
of (Jiis violent language was just the re- 
verie of til at aimed at by the irritated 
speaker. It gave to the case of the accu- 
sers an air of jreisonal rancour, of exag^ 
ge rati on and Da oust rolls iiu probability, 
ivhich, as the: subsequent debate showed, 
toll! more in Lord St-i suey'ii favour than 
would the warmest panegyric of his 
friends. 

We trust that, during the critical session 
which commences this day, the cause of 
our adopted country will not be iujured by 
similar intemperance, We trust also, 
that the disposition to sauthe and con- 
ciliate fur which we have given the Go- 
vEBNon's last sijuitltiiig regulations credit, 
will equally influence both the substance 
and the lone of His F.j, cfxlency'h com- 
munications lo the Council, Let not his 
zeal fur prerogative, impetuous as it un- 
happily is, blind His Eicellehcy to the 
fact, that the colonists, aa repiusented by 
their local legislature, have rights as well 
as the Qt'Errt. It is said that His Excel- 
lency's speech will be of a conciliatory 
description ; if it he so, we are sure the 
Council's address in reply to the speech 
will be equally conciliatory, 

NEW ZEALAND. 
Ufon referring to Ihe Auckland news- 
papers received yesterday, we find an ac- 
count of the manner in which Heki re- 
ceived the wDutid previously referred to. 
It appears that before the arrival of Colo- 
nel PBBPaKn at the Bay of Islands, Hmi 
made a sudden and unexpected attack on 
the followers of Nene or Waka, the 
friendly chief, and was beaten ojf, Heki 
himself being wounded and nearly cap- 
tured, and his general, or principal fight- 
ing chief, killed. A few natives were 
killed on each side, 

We have been unable to obtain any fur- 
ther particulars respecting the attack on 
HEKt's pah on the 1st July, but we are 
glad to find that the confident assertion of 
the New Zealand paper, that the natives 
had eaten Captain Grant was incorrect, 
an official despatch saying "the body of 
Captain Gn*Nr of the SSth Regiment, 
which was missing, has been found," It 
bad been buried outside the pah where he 
fell, and was not mutilated, 

Several official despatches, subsequent 
tu those published yesterday, having been 
kindly furnished to us, we give them 
below. It will be seen that Colonel Des- 
r-ARD does not contemplate any immediate 
operations against Helti himself, although 
on the ISth he destroyed a pah belonging 
to one of his allies. 

The description which i a given of the 
construction of the pah shews that it will 
at all times be utterly useless to attempt 
to carry one of the in by storm, unless it 
has been breached by artillery, and had a 
proper idea of the strength of their forti- 
lications been entertained, il would have 
prevented the sacrifice of much human 
life. The following are copies of the des- 
patches with which we have been fa- 
voured i — 

Copy. Camp before Heke't Poll, 

llth July, 18(5. 

Sir, — In my letter of Lhia morning, 4 o'clock 
a.m., I had the honour to acquaint yon thai the 
pah waa in our possession, and that the enemy 
had retreated to fiatncaara amongst the hills, 
about ten uiUea dialant, whera It is, I believe, 
impossible to attempt id follow tliem. 

The enemy was unabla to carry off his guns, 
and wa have taken thiee iron ones on ship car- 
riagoa, and one more ivaa found diaabled tu the 
FonreEii. 

There is no doubt that it was the fear of 
snotlmr assault being made afier the renewal 
of orlonaivD oparatioris yesterday, that caused 
this ret rest. 

In eonacquenen of the alteration of the state 
□f the nffnira here, einec my lelter by the fis 
fttfiVy, I hare taken U|«sn myself to auapend the 
nailing of r]iat vessel, until your further instruc- 
tions nr? received. 

The quantity pt provisions atoned in ihe cap- 
tured fortrcas (potaioei,) exceeds any thing I 
could huve formed an idea uf. 

One report in Camp ia, that the principal part 
of the enemy have disperacd in different circc- 
liona ; but I have an little opportunity tif gain- 
ing cornet information, that I act reel J give 
credit to any. 

I ahall proceed as rapidly as possible to pull 
down and burn every part of the pah.

The strength of this pkee hat atruck me with 
astonishment, and I feel convinced that 
some European must have had tha direction 
of it. 

Independent of the double Aloekade, many 
of the timbers of which wero twelve inches 
broad, by lour and ai£ thick, and flunk three 
feet in the ground, chare woe n ditch within tha 
inner mockade about five feet deep, and the 
same broad, which was crossed by traverser! at 
litry live or ail feet, with a nimoiv communi- 
cation between oncll that would admit of only 
one man pnaaing at a lime. P^p bolca were 
amik in various part* of Iho interior of the 
place, end thick, enhinkrncntj of earth ware 
thrown up round Ihcjm, and some ofthem were 
strongly Blockaded besides with heavy limber, 
which enabled tha gatiitfln lo i cumin in theio. 
without being end angered from our shot, and 
it was only a ".or ihe guns were raised co a con- 
siderable elesation, on a hill about three hun- 
dred and fifty yards distant, thai wt 
were enabled lo seriously molest them by 
q plunciag lire, which entered thnao under- 
ground habitation s, 

I cannot venture to nllemol following ilia 
vnemy into tha inlorior, as cha season of the 
year ia so very unfavourable, and ihere would 
scarcely be a possibility of my obtaining sup 
plisa. Inhali therefore break up frnru this 
camp ou Monday neat, the I Hi; Inatant, and 
return to YVaiinute. 

The guns taken consisted of 1 iron poun- 
ders,, 1 iron 4 pounder, and I iron a pounder 
swivel,

wounded during the whole operatione from the 
23rd June to the 10th July.

I marched from hence before dnyligtit wiih 
two hundred rank and iile, two inina. and a 
proportion of tho volunteer pioneers, and ar- 
tillery men; and on our arriving near the pah, 
the enemy evacuated it, and routed through a 
very thick wood, whare pursuit was out attliB 
question. The enemy had sec fire to a bridge 
over a difficult river within hall s mite of the 
piece, which we found burning.

A private letter fully lean out the re 
marki respecting the strength of the pah, 
giving the following description of it.— 

WMisntc. July 10 
We had the opportunity afibrded ua of ob- 
serving how well-skilled these savages are in 
the aeience of defence ; their stronghold was a 
peifeet wiuicn— houses under ground, a ttiple 
row of stout fencing, etfong enough to natal 
aii-pound shots, two of which were found 
slicking in one of them: the space between 
the fences deeply trenched, affording .belter to 
the defenders, and also the mesne of firing low 
and wide ccneet aim. 

Another pah near lhia place waa destroyed 
by the light companieaof both regiments, ac- 
companied by forty of the OBth and the friendly 
natives. No Jives were lost on either sida: a 
horse fell into our hands, and an old w B man, 
and abundance of potatoes. 

We understand that about two hundred 
soldiers are to be sent to New Zealand im- 
mediately. The detachments of the SStb 
now at Bathursl and Moretau Bay, will 
be called in, and their places supplied by 
detachments of the flOth. 

WAIFS AND STKAYS. 
A cow that's worthcalching, is worth brand- 
ing. It is, therefore, nut to be wondered 
at that the revenue statements of the co- 
lony show only £2 in thirty months as 
the proceeds of the sale of " unbranded" 
cattle. But there ate other " uncon- 
sidered trifles" not so difficult to get hold 
of as wild cattle, and yet by which a 
pretty penny might he put into the gene- 
ral colonial pocket, ur devoted tu the ad< 
vance of some good public purpose, with, 
nut injury tu any body. These are the 
unclaimed dividends In insolvent estates, 
the Ihree-half-penny distributions, and 
the odd remainders not capable uf being 
computed as distributable ; and likewise, 
perhaps, the small amounts and balances 
deposited in the Savings' Rank to Lhe 
credit of the Master of the Supreme Court 
for behoof of the heirs and neit of kin 
of intestates, and which amounts and ba- 
lances cannot be obtained by the said heira 
and next of kin without an expenditure, in 
Court and lawyers* fees, enough to swallow 
them wholly up. 

However odd it may appear to the 
groundlings (meaning those who trudge 
a-foot, like ourselves, in this wicked and 
weary world, looking aboot us lo pick up 
an honest shilling wherever wecangetit), 
yet true it is, as we have been informed 
by an experienced accountant, that innu- 
merable sums, varying from three shillings 
and two-pence up to twenty -live pounds,

gladly, on a Saturday afternoon, go acrois 
hall-a -dozen st reels, are now lying un- 
claimed in the hands of the Trustees of 
Sequestrated Estates and Assignments, 
have been so lying for years past, and are- 
likely so to lie, unless seized pro bona 
publico, for ever. It is not easy to explain 
what a nuisance these cheques and un- 
drawn balances are lo a faithful trustee, 
aceustowed to clear transactions, and de- 
sirous to wind up and clear off and file his 
final accounts, and get his acquittance 
from his charge, and pack away the uhl 
buoks and jiapers into a damp cellar for 
the benefit of the rats, mice, andsilvernsh. 
We have heard that it ia the practice of 
one precisian to send tu creditors cheques 
for their respective dividends, drawn out in 
such a way as to be their own vouchers, a 
practice for which he is very little thanked 
— hut, unless the cheques miscarry, his 
own ease and public principle are by this 
method both served. Anuther,who likes 
in winter to sun himself, and in slimmer as 
well as winter, lo hear the gossip, goes 
into George-street for about an hour every 
afternoon — standing on lhe watch for 
parlies whom he may remind of the Burns 
lying for them, or even drag round 
to his office to receive payment. It 
is the most unaccountable of all things, 
not that nobody reads the Government 
Gaittte, in which these dividends are duly 
advertised ; but that, though everybody 
reads the like notices in the Herald, yet 
everybody seems immediately lo forget 
them. They seein wholly to forget in 
what estate the plan lias been confirmed, 
the rote of dividend declared, and ihe office 
at which it is payable. Meantime, the 
cheques remain unindorsed, which of 
course prevents them being of any use 
to the decent man in whose hands they 
are deposited, his accounts remain encum- 
bered and unsettled, andthough there seems 
to lie nothing in the Act to prevem him 
drawing out into a separate account the 
money allotted by the plan of distribution 
as soon as confirmed, yet his conscience, 
instructed by past events, objects lo spe- 
culate with the disregarded funds. 

Can it be considered inconsistent with 
the public honour, if, in such circum- 
stances as these, a measure of general ap- 
propriation to the public service, or to 
some particular benevolent use, is resorted 
to For example, let it be enacted that 
all dividends, individually under twenty 
pounds, which shall lie unclaimed in thi 
hands of trustees or assignees after thi 
expiry of twelve months from the date of 
their being declared, shall be reported tu 
the Chief Commissioner, and depusited by 
him in the Savings' Bank lo the crediL of 
the proper estate, and an advertisement to 
that effect made; that the same shall he 
done with all dividends severally above 
twenty pounds, but that besides adver- 
tising, notices by post shall be sent to the 
proper creditor; that if such dividends, 
appertaining to persons residing in the 
colony, be not claimed within twelve 
months more, ot, to persons abroad, within 
two years, they shall be appropriated 
either lo the general revenue, or to some 
charitable or educational institution, or to 
be absorbed by the sinking fund uf the 
Savings' Bank, for the security of the 
depositors in this institution, itself, If at 
any subsequent lime n case of sufficient 
excuse for his apparent negligence, or of 
grievance, ahall be made out by the cre- 
ditor, it will be a very ensy matter to pay 
hint hia small pcculium out of the fund 
into which it has gone, or out of the 
public money. It is a contingency thai 
would rarely happen. 

The some measure might be adopted 
with respect to those trifling balances, the 
proceeds of intestate estates, which, owing 
totbeejtpensesof administration, are, in 
fact, already lost to the individual 
claimants. Tiiese expenses, if the claim- 
ants reside iu England, are at present 
not less than five and twenty pounds, so 
that unless they can be reduced (and we 
are informed a representation is now 
under consideration of the Judges, having 
this in Yiew) it is but throwing away mo- 
ney to transmit to the eclony, and act upon 
powers of attorney and probates, in cases 
where the effects do nat exceed the amount 
above-mentioned. There are cases, how - 
ever, in which the claimants are positively 
wronged against their wills, and not by 
their own neglect, and in which their in- 
action is no proof ex facieo! their wealth ; 
hut, perhaps, as much of their puverty, 
Instead, therefore, of appropriating these 
balances to our colonial purposes, it would 
be more agreeable and more creditable to 
devise some simpler and less chargeable 
process for recovering them to the jusl 
claimants ; at all events for small sums ■ 
for example, those not exceeding one hun- 
dred pounds. We see no reason in the 
world why the production of a power of 
attorney and Ihe execution of the custo- 
mary bond should not be enough, without 
the multiplicity of petitions, affidavits, 
and other indescribable writings now 
esteemed necessary to enahle the claim- 
ant's agent to receive the proceeds of the 
Registrar's previous administration. We 
use this expression advitedly ; for, whe- 
ther in form or not, yet certainly in 
reality, the Registrar has, in these cases, 
already administered— done all the work 
of administrator, and used all the pre- 
cautions proper against an administrator, 
and therefore, in these minor cases, ihere 
is no duty to perforin by the claimant's 
agent, either iu collecting or paying, 
except to remit home a good bank bill to 
his principal. If such a reduction of ex- 
penses be effected, then, of course, our 
proposal of appropriation must be confined 
to still smaller sums than the above 
remarks apply to, jjerhaps to sums under 
ten pounds, and similar notices, as in the 
cose of unclaimed dividends and uniis- 
tributable balances of insolvencies, be 
given. 

We ate aware that we are laying our- 
selves open to an outcry, the burden of 
which will be " iniquitous confiscation; 1 ' 
but our defence is, that the fractions are 
troublesome, and must be got rid of, and 
it does not appear that the gelling rid of 
them in this way would really injure in- 
dividuals. 



FLAX, AND SOME HEFLRXIQNS, 
As English paper, recently received, in- 
forms us that in ISdi, upwards of LI 00 
tons of line dressed flax were imported 
from Egypt, and sold at from £i2 to £45 
per ton. The term "fine dressed fiax" 
j may eithermean thalitisfine (lax iu natural 
quality, not merely scutched, but to 
exltta ilresied m (he wtistjia which heck

or least valuable portion taken out, but 
what are called the longs and shorts re- 
maining. In this cose, the price rough 
or undressed, might he staled at j635 to 
jMO, Or the expression may mean that 
lhe llix is " dressed fine," in which case 
lhe price corresponding to the rough 
or undressed state would be still 
lower. This latter interpretation is very 
improbable, first, because ii is not the 
imia) or obvious course to ship such a 
commodity in n finely dressed state \ and 
second, because the average price of rough 
or undressed St. Petersburg twelve-head 
flax has not lately been quoted at less 
than £30 to £3:S, while Irish mid Flemish 
hive been as high as £50. 

There are two reflections which arise 
out of the above fact- The first il, why 
cannot we go and do likewise"? If the 
Pacha finds it more profitable to grow 
flax than corn, although he is surrounded 
with markets for the corn, we who ate 
surrounded with competing co m -pro- 
ducers and no market but our own, may 
aL least make the experiment whether we 
cimiot heal the world in line flax as we 
can iu fine wool There is reason to be- 
lieve that the saute peculiarities of climate 
which promote our excellence in the lat- 
ter would be uf like advantage in the for- 
mer. Any time between this and Septem- 
ber will suit for sowing, The second reflec- 
tion is notof so immediate consequence lo ua 
as colonists, but is yet interesting from its 
reference to our native country. The 
principal productions to which the ruler 
Of Egypt had hitherto given liis attention 
■were coin and cotton, particularly the 
biter, and now (as il appears) (lax. The 
principal European connexion which lie 
cultivated — or rather, which was thrust 
upon him — was that with France, But 
it must now be obvious that there is no 
comparison between England and France 
as consumers of these three exports of 
Egyptian growth. The consequence that 
will follow is, lhe increase of British and 
tha decay of French influence, whatever 
degree of intrigue may be brought to bear 
for the maintenance of the French influ- 
ence, pre -acquired hy an antecedent inter- 
course and temporary ascendancy. An- 
other circumstance to be considered is, 
that England has, in consequence of her 
Indian possessions, both the means and 
the inducement to strengthen the relations 
with Egypt which she has lately formed. 
Thus she is enabled to provide for the 
economical conctruction of a railway from 
lhe Nile to the Red Sea, while her rival 
can only project impracticable canal 
schemes; and she can find traffic in 
goods, passengers, and correspondence, 
sufficient to remunerate, or at least main- 
tain the undertaking, while her competitor 
can offer only the liiniied expenditure of 
a few exploring jcruaits and diplomatic 
agents. England has now it constant 
stetim-paeket through Egypt lo India, 
labouring under only one disadvantage— 
namely, the rude land conveyance from 
Cairo to Sue;:, a distance of ninety miles, 
performed over desert and rugged roads, on 
the backs of camels, mules, and horses, at 
the rate of three or four miles an hour, 
and requiring during its performance every 
morael of food and drop of water to he 
carried. This land conveyance is hence- 
furth to be performed in three hours. It 
would be endless tu expatiate on the con- 
sequences arising ftum the exercise of the 
strength and vigilance which Britainmust 
put forth tu protect the Uvea and property 
of her subjects engaged in I his intercourse, 
or from the knowledge imparted by the 
planting of her mercantile settlements in 
the vicinity of semi-barbarous nations. 

The manner in which the interests and 
Internal quiet and political strength of 
lhe Russian empire may be affected in 
the course of years by the cultivation of 
flax in Egypt, and in other countries 
having a sympathy with the British em- 
pire, or forming part of it, is not unwor- 
thy of speculation. The Russian empire 
conLains within it materials dangerous 
to general civilization, and not unlikely 
etc long to explode, A competition in 
the article of flax, forming so large a por- 
tion of her exports, must proportionally 
enfeebleandirrrtate her. Herpeeuniary 
means will be reduced, her internal repose 
and civilijotion disturbed and retarded; 
hut whether the discouragement of the 
branch of cultivation alluded to may not 
let loose for the supply of her armies, 
hordes of savages lhat may increase her 
means of mischief, is a question that 
awakens some apprehension.
